UTAH. 



Intense Excitement Anions the 
Ifforiiioiis. 



Omaha, Nov. 5. — Bishop Sharp of 
Utah, who passed through Omaha last 
evening, en route east, said the exoite- 
mont over the persecution of the polyga- 
mists is deep and spreading. He also said 
that it was true that his course in plead- 
ing guilty and paying a fine yromising to 
obey the law gainod for him tho enmity 
of the elders of tho church and his former 
friends, with whom he associated for a 
lifetime, and men with whom he has long 
been linked in church work have turned 
against him. "I am now comparatively 
ostracised," said ho, "but I acted accord- 
ing to the dictates of my con- 
science, and just as in all wisdom I 
should have acted. My letter, which I 
published at the time, explains my position 
exactly. I do not renounce my religion or 
any part thereof. I simply gave up the 
practice of polygamy because) the United 
States law forbids my indulging in it any 
longer. As long as I am a citizen of the 
United Stntes I do not seo how I can do 
otherwise. If I wero unwilling to comply 
with the statute I would bo at liberty to go 
outside of the United States limits and con- 
tinue the practice of polygamy. As to any 
sorious results from tho present trouble I 
am unable to predict anything. There ia 
somo rebellious muttering in certaiu quar- 
ters, though others arc inclined to acquies- 
cence. The Mormons are stubborn, but when 
they are threatened with the penitentiary, 
as I was, it is reasonable to supposo they 
will come to their senses. The Edmunds 
law is a severe one, but it does exactly 
what it was intended to do. It sends 
men to prison when thoy refuse allegiance 
to the United States in declining to givo 
up polygamous practices. I don't think 
this great issue will be satisfactorily dis- 
posed of until representatives of the United 
States and men of the Mormon church 
meet an discuss the matter as men of wis- 
dom and justice should to deviso some 
means of solving the question in as speedy 
a manner as possible." 

BULLDOG KELLY. 



He 1* Pisc!i?irge<I frojn Custody 
and Immediately itc* 
arrested. 



St. Paul, Nov. 10.— Bulldog Kelly 
was discharged on Saturday by the Uni'.ed 
States district court, and immediately re- 
arrested on another warrant, and is still 
held by tho sheriff. Tho warrant charged 
Kelly with the murder of It. McG Baird, 
in British Columbia, Nov. 7, 188i. Kelly 
appeared beforo Judge Nelson oh Wednes- 
day on a writ of habeas corpus. At tho 
close of the evidonco for the prosecution 
the dofendant callod a witness on his be- 
half, and objection being interposed by 
the prosecution was sustained. Tho court 
held that tho commissioner undoubtedly 
erred in tho mattor. Tho defendant 
should have been permitted to introduce 
evidence according to tho laws of the 
state. The commissioner failed to ob- 
serve them, and tho commitment of the 
prisoner was therefore illegal. Ue was 
entitled to be disoliHrged unless tho 
original warrant under which ho was ar- 
rested was sufficient to hold him. The 
law under which tho commissioner ar- 
restod does not show on its face that tho 
commissioner is the officer authorized to 
net, and unless the warrant does show 
that he was so authorized, he was not em- 
powered to act. The prisonor was there- 
fore discharged. Immediately aftor tho 
discharge, Kelly was ro-srrested on a war- 
rant issued by Commissioner Spencer, 
and a hearing will be had November 17.

ENGLAND WILL KEEP OUT 
OF THE EASTERN MESS. 

Russia, Austria mid Germany 
are Hie Powers that "will be 
Involved. 

New York, Nov. 15. — The Times' 
London correspondent telegraphs, on 
the prospect of a general war: There is 
a belief here that England can keep 
out of the mess. Lord Salisbury while 
managing to throw the whole weight 
of thia country against Russia, has not 
committed himself to continental ac- 
tion. Thus far he has created a leag • 
which will crush Russia without coin- 
promising England aa an active factor. 
Of course, if tdero is a grand attack on 
Russia, an itching desire here to join 
in the fray may very likely overweigli 
considerations of prudence; but there 
are no signs now that England is col- 
lecting allies whom she will lead to bat 
tie, a.s in the Crimea. The Russians an 
very anxious to keep England out of 
the quarrel. Their papers, for the last 
fortnight, have been tilled with praiat- 
of English fairness in the set I lenient of 
the Afghan matter, which is probably 
the first time for a quarter of a century 
that Moscow has had soft words for 
London. The principal danger of Eng- 
land being dragged into the conflict lies 
in Armenia's entity, which she has 
guaranteed, and ^ver which she lias a 
nominal protectorate. The Russians 
have made a great fortress of Batouni, 
and the porta expects a descent in force 
from Kara, where an army corps of 
Russians is concentrated. In case of 
this, England would bo called by her 
treaty obligations to intervene, but as 
far as Europo is concerned, the Eng- 
lish burden of responsibility lias been 
shifted to Austrian shoulders. Russian 
occupation of Bulgaria would be the 
signal for the swarming of Austrian 
white coats into Servia and Roumelia 
and for the bloodie?t struggle Europe 
has had in many years. By to-morrow 
you may hear that Hungary is ablaze 
with enthusiasm as never before, and 
Berlin is ready to back Vienifa, not 
only with sympathy, but with soldiers, 
if Austria needs them.

J. H. Mitchell is a well known lawyer 
of Portland, and also an ex-U. S. Beimtor. 
He was elected soma years ago as U. S. 
senator for Oregon, afterward Bought re- 
election and was defeated, and lately has 
'again submitted ilia name for nomination 
for the same oflico. This last act has 
been the signal for the Oregonian to open 
out upon him, and it has done ao in a way 
that has sot. all Oregon agog. In its issue 
of Saturday last, devoting something like 
four colli nina to the subject, that journal 
describes Mitchell as thu most degraded 
and corrupt politician who ever disgraced 
a legislature. Passing from this it holdly 
charges that hti has rendered hia private 
life one long record of fraud, dishonor 
and infamy, that his conduct has been 
hideously criminal ; that he was bigamous- 
ly married in Oregon, and that tho vows 
he then made as a husband ho ha3 since 
systematically violated, and that his 
duties as a father, as a citizen and as a 
member of society have been with him as 
but empty sounds, He ia deliberately 
charged with having [died his sister- in-law, 
while under his roof, with all the aits tf 
the practiced seducer; that he dealt with 
her aB a libertine would; and, to crown 
his villany, the better to carry out his 
purposes, promised her that ho would put 
away his wife who had borne him chil- 
dren and marry her (tho sister) instead. 
Mitchell was at this time a man tending 
towards forty years of ago, and had be- 
come the father of two families. In 
Pennsylvania, his native state, ho mar- 
ried a young girl, and deserting her aftor- 
wards, came to Oregon under tho name 
of John H. Mitchell (his real name is 
John Hippie) and continued tho practice 
of law; and it was upon the scandal fol- 
lowing the discovery of his alias that he 
was rejected when seeking re-election 3s 
senator. To substantiate tho charges it 
now makes the Oregonian publishes tho 
contents of the loiters from tho alleged 
originals which Mitchell addressed to his 
sister-in-law. They are couched in the 
most affectionate and extravagant lan- 
guage and describe hia misery at her ab- 
sence, and of having to live with one 
other than herself for wife. Commenting 
upon tho lottery, the Oregonian, after 
calling him a scoundrel, a corrupt in- 
triguer, a debauchee and a disgrace to 
humanity, proceeds: '".Such things are a 
'trade' with him. IIo could exchange one 
wife for another, repudiate women who 
had homo him children, swap families, 
seduce- a sister-in-law, convert his own 
houso into a stew, permit dishonor in do- 
mestic affairs to traffic with his nature, 
and at the same time could talk with 
snivel and cant about 'happiness' and 
'heaven.' It was 'hell' at home — and 
Binall wonder." He is dared to refute the 
authenticity of tho letters, and tho papur 
declares tiiat should ho do so they will be 
engraved and fac similes of them pub- 
lished, so that the handwriting can be 
judged. He is further dared to arrest 
the publishers and editor fur criminal 
libel, and the latter, while mentioning 
that it is nut of thu Oregoniau's power to 
take the matter into the courts, such is 
legitimately within tho province of Mitch- 
ell. To thoso scathing charges Mitchell 
came out in a long letter denouncing 
them as entirely unfounded, and the 
letters as base forgeries from the pen of 
some designing person well acquainted 
with his handwriting. lie lays stress on 
tho fact that one letter speaks of his hav- 
ing been admitted to the bir in 1870, 
whereas he practiced law in Pennsylvania 
so far back as 1850, and was admitted to 
the bar in Oregon in 1860, and concludes 
by stigmatizing tho whole expose as the 
outcome of thu personal malice of Harvey 
W. Scott, (editor of the Oregonian), who 
Mitchell slater, was removed from ollice 
as ci llejtor of thu port of Portland for 
unlawfully retaining certain moneys of 
t ie Un t;d Statos This letter of Mitch^ 
ell's which appeared in the Portland 
Nows, wtis immediately copied into the 
Oregonian in which column after column 
was devoted to tho scandal. It re published 
its previous account, telegraphed tho 
whole series of letters unabridged to tho 
Chicago Tribune, gave a full explanation 
of Mitchell's countercharge and published 
in duplicate in different parts of the 
paper what is perhaps thu strongest leader 
that over appeared in that journal, and 
headed "A Loud Call to J. ii. Mitchell." 
"What more," it asks therein, "could a 
newspaper publish about a man that could 
possibly put upon him so deep a brand of 
infamy I" It reminds the subject of tho 
attack that if it lias not told the truth lie 
can arrest the proprietors of the paper, 
Btrip them of their property, cause thern 
to be adjudged criminals and utterly ruin 
them, and finishes the sentence with "J. 
H. Mitchell, do you hear this call I" 
Again, "Will you cause tho arrest of tho 
editor of this paper for criminal libel / 
Ho will put you on the stand and ask you 
if you wrote tlnso letters ! If 'yes,' then 
enough has been said. Jf 'no,' you will 
bo prosecuted at once for perjury and 
landed in the penitentiary where you be- 
long. J. II. Mitchell, will you cause this 
arrest? Liar and scoundrel! You dare 
not, do it .'" 

Taken altogether, the political and 
social outlook for Mr. J. II. Mitchell 
(J. Hippie) is rather black. Though it by 
no means follows that the accused is 
guilty it cannot be said that he has been 
or is being condemned unheard; for to the 
long reply made by him all publicity was 
given. That reply, if considered as a 
refutation of thu Oregoniau's charges, is 
eminently unsatisfactory and rests merely 
on denial unsupported, as his accusers 'do 
not fail to remark, by the course that an 
honorable man so grossly libelled would 
not fail to take. Mitchell, in appearance, 
is tall with dark hair, a thoughtful ex- 
pression of countenance, and a winning 
manner. Hi* present ago must bo a little 
over fifty years, and ho has for years con- 
ducted a lucrative legal practice. In an 
apparently evil moment ho allowed his 
name to be put in nomination for senator 
with the above result. After tho damag- 
ing revelations that have been made con- 
cerning his private life he ia certainly 
"entitled to the floor." Whether he will 
avail himself of tho numerous opportuni- 
ties that will bo afforded him, or whether, 
if he does go, he will refute the charges to 
the satisfaction of the legislature and the 
general public of Portland remains to bo 



THE COAL HARBOR ADVOCATE. 

The Times has dropped the mask with 
which for a time it contrived to hide 
tho object that called it into being, and 
came out last night aa an out-and-out ad- 
vocate of the claimo of Coal Harbor to 
the loading commercial position in the 



North Pacific Now, no one could pos- 
sibly object to our contemporary doing all 
in its power to dispose of the Coal Harbor 
town lotB with which, from editor to 
"devil," it haB become possessed, provided 
those exertions were made somewhere on 
the shores of Burrard Inlet; but is it not 
taxing the patience of the Victoria public 
to an unbearable extent to ask them to 
sustain in their midst a paper that has for 
tho avowed purpose of its existence tho 
building up of a rival town at Coal Har- 
bor? We do not, of course, intend to 
exchange personalities with tho Times; 
but wore wo disposed to do so it would bo 
very easy to turn the strongest point in 
its article against itself. For example: 
The Times claims that The Coloni.it at- 
tacks the Coal Harbor scheme beoauso 
its editor was not allowed to enter the 
syndicate upon his own terms. This is 
untrue; but if wo felt disposed to re- 
taliate (which we do not) we would say 
that because the Times' people wore al- 
lowed to outer the syndicate at bedrock, 
therefore they are found touting tho 
property. We might go even further, 
and point to tho bootless errand 
of ita editor to tho eastern pro- 
vinces — armed with maps and plans of a 
townsite on Burrard Inlet— to show how 
thoroughly committed that journal is to 
the task of building up a rival city to 
Victoria at Coal Harbor. But wo shall 
not. Our purpose now is brielly to repro- 
duce (which is douo below) Mr. Van 
Home's own words with respect to tho 
future of Coal Harbor. Wo have stated 
in a previous articlo that tho bargain 
made by Mr. Van Home was a hard 
0110. We desiro to tako that back and to 
amend by stating that it was an excellent 
arrangement — for the railway! To a 
disinterested spectator it seema almost 
like a man who has parted with tho front 
of hia lot for the privilege of being allowed 
to retain the reur. The Colonist is not 
surprised to find itself tho object at which 
the shafts of malevolence are leveled. 
Every mushroom paper that has been 
started in this city for the past twenty 
years haB taken a shy at The Colonist, and 
why should tho little Times be deprived 
of the opportunity while it lasts? Only wo 
must bo excusod if wo refuse to 
return tho missiles. There ia real- 
ly but one charge of our contem- 
porary which wo doom worthy of notice, 
and to that thoro is an answer at hand ao 
full and completo that it is matter for 
surpriso it was over preferred. It is 
stated that wo have distorted facta for the 
purpose df casting doubts on the perma- 
nency of Coal Harbor. Listen to tho fol- 
lowing extract from the report of an in- 
terview which tho editor of this paper 
had with Mr. Van Home; and then let 
any person who has not sunk bis money 
in Burrard Inlet say whether doubts were 
raised by us or by Mr. Van Home: 

The Editor — Will the actual terminus 
be et English Bay or Coal Harbor I 

Mr. Van Home — The actual terminus 
will be Burrard Inlet. , The whole south 
side of the inlet from Port Moody to and 
including English Bay will be utilized for 
terminal purposes. The nature of tho 
water, which deepens rapidly on leaving 
the shore, will necessitate the erection of 
docks all along the Bouth shore. Manu- 
facturing will probably bo carried on at 
the head of tho inlet. Our contract with 
the provincial government for the convey 
ance of tho land involved in tho exten- 
sion is practically consummated. Tho 
first wharves will be built on Coal Har- 
bor, and English Bay will bo attended to 
later. 

The Editor — Would a breakwater at 
English Bay bo a coatly affair? 

Mr. Van Homo — A breakwater is not 
required thero. Tho wharves and slips 
will in themselves form a sufficient break- 
water. The bottom is of sandstone, and 
with properly shaped docks vessels would 
not bo disturbed at all. Observations 
have shown that there is not much ground 
swell there. English Bay is no more ex- 
posed than Port Arthur, and at the very 
worst floating breakwaters would answer 
every requirement.

represented by Mr. Van Homo, ho will 
have made a profitable purchase from me.

Sh B'oveeiy a Crime ! 

To the Editor:— It would appear 
that the "throe cheeky vugs," so styled 
by tho Times, who insidiously poses aa the 
poor man's friend) who were arrested last 
week in Mr. Finlaysou's barn, and sent- 
enced to one week's imprisonment with 
hard labor, for daring to prefer a lied in 
thu loft of the rich man's baru to that of 
lodging beneath tho sidewalk or in the 
gutter (111 which case they would have 
been equally liable to arrest) were report- 
ed t" he fairly intelligent, hut with tho 
exception of S<2 05, a ticket to San Fran- 
cisco, and a sail'>r'o knife, were entirely 
penniless. It does not appear from the 
report that theso men were shown to he 
vicious or b.ul characters in the slightest 
degree, their only crime appears to have 
been that nil attempt to preserve their 
bo.lics from the ohiliing b'aats and drench 
ing rains which prevail at this season of 
the year. Self preservation is the first 
law of nature, and, 110 doubt it was this 
law that prompted thoso poor men to 
take up their aboda in the rich man's 
stable in preference to "sticking up" some 
one to obtain the wherewithal to obtain 
shelter. Tho good .Master relates u para- 
ble, "Thero was a certain rich man which 
was clotlir-d in purple and fine linen, and 
there was a certain beggar named Liz 
lirus who desired to be fed from the 
crumbs which fell from tho rich man's 
table." This was a long time ago, but 
the parable still holds food, only it j„ no 
longer a parable. It isaatern reality now. 
The rich man must be protected, even to 
the crumbs which fall from his luxuriant 
table, while the poor man, "cheeky vac " 
still languishes in prison, where not even 
the dugs are permitted to lirk hi3 
sores. Wonder if th 
heaven for 

any spot on earth where, day or niglit,~he 
may ro-t. his weary clop, free from danger 
and with no fear of being snaked oil' to 
prison to be relieved off his last §L' 95. 
A very logical remark was that of the 
"vags," that when released from prison 
they would be in a worse plight than ever. 
With no money, no friends, and with the 
prison stigma upon them and unable, per- 
haps, to obtain employment., in humani- 
ty's name we ask what is to become of 
these unfortunate "vags?" It may bo all 
well enough to compel them to go to woVk 
if work is to be had outside of the jail, 
and if not it may bo good policy to lock 
them up. But is it a Christian act; is it 
humanity to associate these poor men, 
whoso only crime appears to be poverty, 
with Indian whisky fiends and the lowest 
order of cut-throats, coir, polling them to 
work and instead of paying them for their 
labor stripping them of their laat coot 
and finally turning them out penniless, 
friendless and hopeless upon the street 
to Btoal or starve/ Verily it hath been 
said, "To him that hath it shall be givon, 
but from him that hath not it shall ho 
taken away, even that which he hath. 
The Times is right when it s-iys "Victoria 
should not have to feed so many Seattle 
and San Francisco paupers;" but would it 
not be hotter to station an officer at the 
bouts on their arrival and permit only 
those who can give satisfactory proof of 
their ability to support themselves to 
land, than to first permit them to land, 
take what little money they may have 
from thcrn^ thereby depriving them of 
the meaiiB to leave tho country, and then 
tell them to gotl Fair Play.

White ItScu mid Chinamen. 

To the Editor; — I see one of your cor- 
respondents "Veritas" tukea "Another 
\V." to task for false assertions as to the 
local government sympathizing with tho 
Chinese. 1 wonder "Veritas" omitted to 
mention the fact that tho local govern- 
ment stipulated with the Canadian Pacific 
railway company that on the English Bay 
and Is'evr Westminster extensions only 
white labor should be employed. This is 
convincing proof of tho anti-Chinese atti- 
tude of tho local government. It soems 
to me that in this action they have shown 
nioro energy than tho Knights of Labor 
who neglected thu opportunity of inter- 
viewing Van Home and Donald Smith 
when here on tho Chinese question. By 
calling on those gentlemen they had a 
chance of doing more for workmen out of 
employ than by wasting their timo parad- 
ing about with torches and a brass band, 
e.ud passing a string of resolutions which 
have no practical value. 

If thero are more Knights of Labor 
wanting wages than there are peoplo to 
employ them, why do they not show as 
much pluck as Chinamen, and pitch into 
something 011 their own account? Thoro 
are plenty of resouroea in British Colum- 
bia, waiting for men to develop them; 
land to clear and cultivate and uiinoa to 
work, for tho taking up. Surely, if tho 
despised Chinamen can grow vegetables, 
drain land and reclaim it, and go into 
mining, the superior white man can do 
tho same. British Columbia is not like 
Europe or the eastern states, all owned by 
bloated monopolists wdio have the work- 
ingm'en in Bubjoction. Hero thero are 
square miles for nothing for overy man 
wdio chooses to take them and no man 
need work fur another under the pressure 
of necessity. 

There are, I admit some men who have 
becoino "hostages to fortune" by having a 
family to support. These cannot very 
well start in on their own account, but 
the majority of men in this province aro 
single. There aro pl.mty of situations in 
Victoria for the married, if the single 
Knights of Labor will only act unselfish- 
ly, throw up their situations and lei the 
married men have them. Let tho singlo 
men do as many of us did in the early 
days of California, and in 1858 and 18(W 
in British Columbia, drop the idea of 
working for wages and work for them- 
selves. It iB a shame to white men to see, 
ii3 I have seen, thousands of Chinamen 
doing well on the bars of Fraaer river, 
from Quosnolle to Hope, and Knights of 
Labor complaining in Victoria of nothing 
to do. Look at Granite creek to-day. 
How is it that Chinamen are there in hun- 
dreds, soino of them taking up the beat 
claims / Cannot white men do this "as- 
well as Chinamen l Perhaps some may 
eay they have not tho money. If so ask 
my fellow workman whoso fault ia that I 
Have you not earned good wages in your 
timo? What have you done with them ? 
Give an honest answer even if you con- 
demn yourself. Every year whilst the 0. 
P. railway has been building tho customs 
returns show over throo hundred thous- 
and dollars worse than wasted in intoxi- 
cating drinks. A worse enemy to the 
workingmen than John Chinaman, in 
whisky. If tho Knights of Labor are in 
earnest and in truth desiro the elevation 
and advancement of workingmen, let 
them place on their banner, Temperance, 
insist upon every member taking tho 
pledge and unite with ihose who, in the 
eastern provinces and here, aro laboring 
in the holy cause of prohibition.

YESTERDAY'S DISPATCHES. 

KIT ROPE. 

Vienna, Nov. 17.— Prince Alexander 
of Bulgaria has appeared to tho powers to 
boo that Bulgaria has fair play. Ho says 
Bulgaria has not violated the integrity of 
Turkey, beoauso Bulgaria and Eastern 
lloumelia belong to Turkey, while Servia 
is an independent state ami violates the 
integrity of Toikey for territorial aggran- 
dizement, nt the expense of Bulgaria, to 
satisfy Servian ambit ion. and egotism. 

Bei.qp.aijk, Nov. 17. — Gen. Topalovitch, 
with tho Moravian division, had a desper- 
ate battle with the Bulgarians at Tren, 
where the latter were totally defeated. 
The Servian troops fought with great gal- 
lantry, and they captured two guns and 
in my prisoners, Three battalions of 
Bulgarians ivuro surrounded and a battal- 
ion of Bulgarian volunteers, stationed at a 
point on the Tiuiok river capitulated with- 
out Bring a gun, to Col. Djuknitch, com- 
manding the Servians in the Timok divis- 
ion. The Bulgarians yesterday evacuated 
their fortified position nt Dragoman, 
which tho Servians attacked on Sunday. 

The Servian division in marching on 
Widdin, gave battle to the Bulgarians 
near Widdin, and inflicted upon them a 
crushing defeat. Loss, heavy en both 
.tides. The Servian's captured 0110 thous- 
and prisoners. 

Athens, Nov. 17.— The invasion of 
Macedonia by thu (Iruok army is immi- 
nent. 

Berlin, Nov. 17.— The Post saya that 
only Auitria wae able to perform a task 
unpleasant to her of restraining Servia. 
The result of tho present complications 
will he a Russian descent on Bulgaria. If 
Turkey interferes Mr. Gladstone will 
raise the cry of Turkish atrocities and up- 
set the conservative government, Thus 
the confusion of Europe will be moat com- 
pleto. 

The Frankfort G azotic says it will be a 
miracle if Austria and Russia are not 
drawn into the struggle 

The Cologne Gnzotto says it is con- 
vinced that the Turks will bo driven fiom 
Europe. 

Vienna, Nov. 15. — The newspapers 
hero express the hope that the Servia- 
Bulgarian war will bo localized; but they 
admit that Russia's interests aro opposed 
to those of Austria. Austria, they say. is 
bound to support Servia, while Russia is 
inclined to run Bulgaria, as is evident 
from the fact that bIio had permitted the 
exportation of 18,000,000 cartridges from 
Tula to Bulgaria, having hitherto pro- 
hibited their shipment. 

St. Petbbsboro, Nov. 15 — Journal do 
St. Petersburg/ hints that England, by 
delaying the meeting of the Balkan con- 
ference, is responsible for tho outhreakof 
war between Servia and Bulgaria. 

Edinburgh, Nov. 17. — West Caldor is 
tn-day handsomely decorated in honor of 
the visit oE the Hon. Mr. Gladstone. 
Great enthusiasm prevails and crowds of 
peoplo line 1 the streets. Mr. Gladstone 
arrived at 3 30 p. in., and a delegation of 
the newly enfranchised electors presented 
him with an address, which was received 
with tremendous cheers and unbounded 
enthusiasm. When Mr. Gladstone en- 
tered the hall to deliver his second speech 
of tho parliamentary campaign, it was lit- 
erally packed with people who had been 
thero for over fc.wo hours.

The initiative Taken by the 
Anti-Chinese Association. 



A Proposition that Should ho i 
Generally Accepted. 



To Tim Editor: — In your issue of 
Nov. 7th, "Paterfamilias" says that .he ia 
surprised in all this outcry against the 
Chinese there was nothing said about 
girls taking the place of tho Chinese as 
household servants. In that particular 
he ia in error. Aa long ago as last July 
the Anti-Chinese Union made an earnest 
effort in that direction and appealed to 
the Women's Christian Temperance Un- 
ion for them to take the matter in hand 
aa the central committee of the anti Chi- 
nese union felt they were the best quali- 
fied to handle the subject in a satisfactory 
manner, and a committoo was appointed 
to present them with an address (a copy 
of which is enclosed.) Aa long as there 
wai> any hope that they would act wff 
could not move any further in the matter. 
Now thoy having declined to do anything 
at present (although a number of tho ac- 
tive workers of that body felt its impor- 
tance, and were very desirous to carry out 
tho Biiggostiona of the committee) tho 
central committoo are prepared to do 
their utmost to supply tho necessary help 
to roplaco tho Chinese and tako this - op- 
portunity to ask the aid and co operation 
of all citizens willing to assist. Any do- 
nations will bo gladly received, or aa thu 
girls will repay the money, tho committee 
will thankfully accept any loans that may 
be made to th'o fund which will bo kept 
exclusively for the object for which it ia 
aubacribed, tho amounts received and ex- 
pended published from time to time. Ah 
the committee will only bring those girla 
out who can furnish sufficient testimonials 
of good oharaotor, wo cannot tako thorn 
from their homes without having places 
scoured beforehand fur them to come to, 
we therefore request those who are deair- 
ous of getting white girls to send to tho 
otHcers of the anti Chinese union a written 
application pledging themselves to take 
the girls when they arrive, al3o stating 
the Bervico required and iho wages paid. 
All the members of the central committee 
are authorized to receive subscriptions to 
the fund, and tho following officers of tho 
union will receive applications from those 
who deairo white girls: G. Powell, vice- 
president, Yates atreet; R. 'J'. Williams, 
treasurer, Broad street, foot of View; VV, 
A. Calhoun, secretary, Fort street; Thos. 
Haughtou, Manchester House, Yates 
street.

ADDRESS 
Of the Commimtee of tub Anti Cuinesu 
Union appointed 'to confer with 
the Ladies of thu Women's Chris- 
tian Temperance Union. 
Mrs President and Ladies: — 

The subject of Chinese immigration, 
and their continued residence amongst us 
appears to bu ontiruly foreign to thu ob- 
jects of this organization; and yet I think 
that oven a cursory view of tho question 
will soon convince any thinking mind, not 
only of its vast importance, but also of 
its direct connection with the work in 
which the \V. C. T. U. are engaged, in 
fact one branch of the Chinese question 
seems to me to belong specially to the 
union. I will, therefore, endeavor to 
give, 03 briefly as possible, my views on 
tho bearings of the Chinese on our nation- 
al, moral and social life. 

To look at this subject from a national 
standpoint, we find that tho larger Euro- 
pean nations are swallowing up the small- 
er, and thoy are striving by every moans 
in their power to increase their military 
strength, until at present Europe is one 
vast military camp. How is Britain — on- 
compassed by the sea— to increase her 
strength, to enable us to enjoy 
the priceless blessing of liberty, be- 
queathed to ua by our forefathers / 
With the British ialea densely populated, a 
large number - are compelled yearly to 
loavo her shores, forced by circumstances 
to seek abroad tho ohauco of improving 
thoir condition, which tho pressure of 
home renders extremely dillicult, if not 
well nigh impossible, Under such cir- 
cumstances, to depend upon Britain main- 
taining her position unaided would seem 
to be, at least a very difficult problem ; and 
it appears to be only a question of time (if 
tho defence of the umpire is to be left to 
tho British isles) when its existence aa a 
nation, ite liberties and its civilization will 
bo a tiling of the past. 

British statesmen seem to have grasped 
ihe situation centuries ago, and provided 
the moans whereby tho strength of the 
nation might not only keep pace with that 
of others, but vastly to outgrow them, by 
means of her colonies, which should not 
only absorb her own surplus but also 
draw largely from tho European nations. 
During tho infancy of tho various colonies 
they were kept under tho direct control of 
the crown. As they increased in popula- 
tion-Hiid strength they wero granted the 
boon of self-government and upon them 
then devolved the responsibility of ruling 
their own households well. Not only to 
study their immediate financial interests, 
butalao that they might add to the materi- 
al strength 'and prosperity of the empire 
as the colonies have been planted in 
sparaoly settled, or entirely unoccupied 
countries, ono of tho first requisites it 
population. But in securing population 
the first question that arises is quality. 

To have a largo undesirable class of 
immigrants is a source of weakness in- 
stead of' strength, particularly so when 
they prevent those coming among 113 who 
would have a deep interest in aiding us 
to develop tho resources of the province, 
and every man (or woman) loving hia 
native land, having ono spark of patriot- 
ism in hia breast, should strive to obtain 
immigrants from amongst his own kin- 
dred, thousands of whom would joyfully 
make their homes with us if the oppor- 
tunity wore ottered them. Instead of 
bringing in an alien race who only tarry 
with ua for a lime and than return with 
their earnings to their native land, we 
should have thoso whose language, hopes 
and interests would bo in accordance with 
our own. 

Every Anglo-Saxon ridded to our popu- 
lation becomes an industrial factor con- 
tributing to our advancement, and in 
turn making it possible for another to 
find a place among ua, while every Mon- 
golian, on the other hand, displaces a 
white man or woman, makes the province 
a loss desirable place for a white immi- 
grant to come to, thus proving a sourcoof 
over increasing weakness; and it would 
only be a question of time— if allowed to 
go on unchecked — when they would dis- 
place the white man altogether. 1 may be 
charged with taking an extreme view, but 
it is fair to judge tho future by tho light 
of tho past. Wo have the history of 
nations of antiquity to guide ua. 

I will not weary you by too lengthy 
quotations, but I will simply draw your 



attention to imperial Eomo. So long a.s 
the pride, independence and martial valor 
of tho laboring classes were kept alive, so 
long she maintained her proud position; 
but when, from long-continued succesa 
and accumulated wealth, the senators and 
privileged class looked down on those who, 
thoy thought, were inferior boiuga, and 
gradually ground them down to a servile 
place, and stamped out their national 
order, she was no longer ablo to withstand 
the shock, and wont down before the 
Goths and Vandals like a snow-bank be- 
fore a mid-summer sun. There ia no such 
tiling aa standing still — we mual go on, or 
wo commence to go back. Tho student of 
hiatory can find abundant cause for reflec- 
tion, and plainly seo the rocks and shoals 
whore othora have foundered. 

National crimes bring national punish- 
ment. Britain began tho inhuman traffic 
in human blood, and she was fortunate in 
being ablo to compromise the offence by 
paying twenty million pounds sterling to 
liberate tho negroes of the West Indies. 
The United States continued the abom- 
inable traffic, and it coat them three- 
quarters of a million of livoa and an im- 
mense amount of treasure. When God 
gave to Israel the promised land ho com- 
manded them to destroy the inhabitants 
of Palestine; but they, In thoir wisdom, 
made a covenant with tho Gideonites, 
and Godjdeclared that tho Gidoonitea and 
their children should remain as thorns in 
their aides and as a snare unto them; 
and thoy were continually leading the 
children of Israol to seek aftar false god«, 
until God in hia angor drove them out of 
the promised land and they disappoared 
from among tho nations. 

With such oxamples beforo us, is it 
wise for ua to encourage an alien poople 
to come among us who have no affinity 
with us or our institutions, but whose 
habits, customs and language are so 
radically different from our own that 
there can bo no affiliation; neither is it 
desirable that there should; for tho 
strength of a nation depends on its work- 
ing {.class; and any element that has a 
tendency to degrade mentally, morally or 
"physically tho mass of tho people should 
.be avoided, although we might gain a 
temporary advantage from its use. But, 
great as. tho injury undoubtedly would bo 
to our national prosperity, how much 
•jroater would be its injurious influence 
upon our social and moral advancement ! 

The closing of tho avenues of labor 
in our province to women throws society 
out of balance, as the men greatly out- 
number tho women, and as a consequence 
there is a large number of men who re- 
main unmarried, which is certainly not 
conducive to good morals. , And there is 
yet anothor view which is, to my mind, 
still more important, that ia, tho moral 
training of the young girls growing up in 
this community. I doaire, in this matter, 
to bo perfectly fair, a id- I think if we 
judge the Chinese by tho same standard 
by which wo judge our own race the 
charge of unfairness cannot bo laid to out- 
door. 

En what well ordered homo in tho older 
provinces, or in the Jiritiah lalos, would 
a mother have young men to discharge 
the dutioa of household servants, to the 
entire exclusion of females / With young 
girls growing up to womanhood — although 
they were of exceptionally good charac- 
ter and even united by ties of blood — 
would any thoughtful mother allow her 
daughter to run the risk of being con- 
taminated by being exposed to tempta- 
tion during the years that they require a 
mother's constant caro and thoughtful at- 
tention I Such being the case, could you 
expect her to tako into her household, 
men indiscriminately picked up, of whom 
she knowa absolutely nothing I But in 
order to state the case truthfully, wu 
must take tho lowest to bo found in our 
land, tako them to a foreign country, 
separated for yosra from every virtuous 
woman of thoir own race, and associating 
daily, or rather nightly with their coun- 
try-women, who had been brought there 
to lead a life of shame, and then take 
those men into your homos, to be con- 
stantly asaociated with your children, and" 
expect to raise good virtuous women f 
Whose fault ia it, if desolation and dis- 
grace have come to many homes on this 
coast / 

How long will it take to destroy all that 
ia best and noblest in our national char- 
acter ( Tho young girls growing up uro 
the future mothers of our land; if wo do 
not keep the fountain pure, how can we 
expect to find the stream undefiled 1 

A mother's influence is navor-euding; 
long after she has passed to her eternal 
rest, her influence remains. A good 
.mother may have a wayward son, but 
when you seo a good man it is almost a 
certainly that he had a good mother, and 
all that is good and noble in hia character 
ia a reflex of the puro and noble being 
that watched his early years and moulded 
his character. 

How necessary then, if wo are to con- 
tinue to improve, or oven to maintain our 
present standard, that wo should watch 
those who are to be the mothers of com- 
ing generations f This view of the ques- 
tion presents so much food for thought 
and redaction that it is impossible, in the 
space at my disposal, to do it justice. 

Thoro are many hero who would not 
employ Chinese if they could get white 
girla, but the prejudice against Chinese 
has au permeated society that white girls 
will not go into service if they can possi- 
bly got anything else to do, and it is to 
ask your assistance to overcome this diffi- 
culty that wo are hero this afternoon. 
Good, worthy, respectable girls can be 
procured in tho eastern provinces, who 
would willingly come for tho wages that 
are oilored hero for satisfactory servants; 
but in order to get girls of that character 
there must bo a shield thrown arc and to 
protect them from slur or inuendoea, which 
can bo done in no other way so completely 
and effectively as by tho Women's Chris- 
tian Temperance Union, and the naturo 
of the organization is such as o tpecu- 
liarly fit them to undertake the work. In 
tho first place, they could ascertain what 
families would pledge themselves to take 
white girls when thoy arrived, and the 
particular work they would be required to 
perform. They could then, by means of 
the Women's Christian Temperance Union 
in other provinces, obtain just the kind of 
help roquired, and aB thoy would be ablo 
to guarantee tho girls (seeing that the 
recommendation of the various branches 
of tho union would accompany them), 
they would be in a position to give mutual 
satisfaction. It would be necessary to 
raise a fund tj pay the passage of the 
girls out from the east, but I do not think 
you would have any difficulty in raising 
the required amount, as the girls would 
repay the money in such amounts as 
might bo agreed upon. And with your 
permission I will draw your attention to 
the effect it will have upon tho work in 
which you are engaged. 

You have found in the paat that tho 
vineyard ia large and the laborers few. 
In getting girls from the east you would 
secure Christian Temperance girla. You 
would be able, in a short time, to bring a 
large number here, for tho character of 
the help which you would be ablo to get 
would bo so auperior that it would be 
soon looked upon as a favor to get a girl 



with your recommendation; and I would 
ask you to think, for one moment: What 
would be the result of bringing into so 
many households an influence of such a 
nature] 

Tho work, onco established, could bo 
kept up without much labor. Such girls 
as you would bo able to secure would, in 
all probability, soon marry, carrying tem- 
perance principles into their homes. Their 
places would bo taken by others, and you 
would have a constant, evor-increasing 
re inforcement coming here to aid you — 
not only in temperance work, but in 
church work. Is it possible to measure 
tho amount of good which must inevit- 
ably flow from such au addition to our 
population, carrying temperance princi- 
ples broadcast through the province, and 
bringing within your influence ninny who 
cannot now bo reached I 

The individual ia loo apt to say, "What 
can I dof All that I cm do will not 
amount to anything " To those I would 
say, "All that one can do is to do his 
duty." Tho coral islands of the Pacific, 
scientists tell us, are built up by the com- 
bined efforts of millions of exceedingly 
small insects. The labors of each indi- 
vidual can scarcely be seen, but c:.!!ect- 
ively they build up, out of the depths of 
the sea, islands which in time delight the 
eye of the traveler with their beauty and 
verdure. So also the progress of the na- 
tion is but the collective result of thu la- 
bors of each individual; and each one is 
only responsible for the use he makes of 
hia talents, whether he has ten or only 
one, and none can toll how much he may 
ho able to accomplish if ho brings to Iub 
work that singleness of purpose and de- 
votion to duty which is absolutely neces- 
sary to success. 

A very small boy may sometinio start 
a conflagration of which no one can see 
the end, and may not our effort contrib- 
ute somewhat to niako this province, with 
ita magnificent climate and boundless re- 
sources, to blossom ns the roBef

movement Tor tl»c Neutrality of 
Unoccupied Inlands. 

Boston, Nov. 13. — A special to tho 
Advertisei- from Washington says that 
an important diplomatic move to secure 
the neutrality of die islands of the J?a- 
ciSc, bo far as they are not possessed 
by the continental powers, is on foot, 
which contemplates a disregard to 
Spain's sovereignty over any island 
npon which she has not established and 
maintained her colonies. Regarding this 
in opportune time, in view of appre- 
hensions caused last summer by the 
Carolines affair, the Hawaiian author! 
ties have lately directed the Hawaiian 
minister to this country to propose a 
plan to the "United States, England, 
France, Holland, Germany and Spain 
for the settlement of this question. It 
is proposed that the Sandwich Islands, 
which possesses great influence in other 
islands, be allowed to send a commissi- 
oner to unite them into a local repre- 
sentative government, whose integrity 
shall be guaranteed by the powers. The 
contracting powers would then send 
consuls to the islands to protect their 
respective interests. In this way the is- 
lands will be kept forever open to com- 
merce and neutral in any wars that 
my hereafter arise. The scheme as out- 
lined has been the subject of several 
consultations between Minister Carter 
and Secretary Bayard. The latter 
heartily endorses it, and with this en- 
dorsement Minister Carter will sail for 
Europe to morrow on a mission to the 
nations mentioned. Ho has laid tho 
matter before the ministers at Wash- 
ington of the countries named and in 
every case their answers have been fa- 
vorable. 

Queen Victoria's Eccentricities. 

In the Greville memoirs just pub- 
lished there are many representations 
of the early days of Her Majesty's reign 
in which is shown her youthful love of 
simplicity, her enjoyment of the open 
air, and the extreme quietude of her 
taste. A pretty little story is told of 
her answer to the Duchess of Glouces- 
ter when the Duchess asked her 
•whether she would not feel nervous 
when «he made her court declaration 
of engagement to Prince Albert. "Yes," 
Queen Victoria answered; "but I did a 
much much more nervous thing a while 
ago." "What was that!" "I proposed to 
Prince Albert." Not so pretty is the 
account given of the anger of Her Ma- 
jesty when she was out of touch with 
Lord Paluierston. The way in which 
she fell upon Lord Clarendon, being 
supported by Prince Albert in demand- 
ing a share of personal government, 
was by no means so dignified as the 
most we have heard of Her Majesty's 
ordinary conduct. There is a great deal 
of fun, however, in the incidents con- 
nected with the birth of the Prince of 
Wales. The Queen wanted a coat of 
arms for him before he was out of long 
clothes. "This foolish business," says 
Mr. Greville, "of the coat of arms had 
cost more trouble than many matters a 
thousands times more important. Peel 
has had to write a least a dozen long 
letters about that and the alteration 
in the Liturgy, and whether His Royal 
Highness should lie inserted before 
Prince of Wales. Yesterday, Wharn- 
cliffe, Graham and I had a conference 
at the home office, when Graham pro- 
duced a letter from Peel, with one from 
tho Queen to him, pressing him for the 
speedy arrangement of the affair, and 
treating it as a thing settled. Graham 
said it was not worth while to squab- 
ble about it, and better to gratify her, 
he proposed to take it on himself, and 
let the council have nothing 10 do with 
it, but, on his own responsibility, or- 
der the Earl Marthal to draw out a 
coat of arms, with the achievement Re- 
cording to her wishes, no matter 
•whether right or wrong. We agreed 
this was the best way. Peel had writ- 
ten to me about the Liturgy, and I 
•wrote him word that when Prince Al- 
bert's name was inserted, the Arch- 
bishop particularly desired there might 
be no "Royal HighnesK," and so it was 
left out." There is much moro of the 
same kind about the Quaen and her 
Court. Remembering what revelations 
were possible in regard to previous 
courts we, for our part, can only feel 
thankful that all Mr. Greville's cyni- 
cism found no food to feed upon in 
watching the life surrounding our pre- 
sent Sovereign.
